2. Los Angeles ,By-Products Company proposes to operate a waste
disposal site in the north-central part of the San Fernando
Valley, loc~ted at 11201 Strathern Street, Sun Valley, CA,
91352. Thefsite is approximately 2 miles northwest of the
Hollywood-B~rbankAirport.

3. The landfil~ing operation will reclaim a 34.7 acre, 160 foot
deep, depl~ted sand and gravel pit which has an estimated
capacity ofj. 6,907,000 cubic yards and will complete the
reclamation ;Of sand and gravel pits in this area.

4. The maximum ~aily load capacity of this facility is 2700 tons
per day. Th~·average daily volume is expected to be 667 tons
which repre~ents 10-15 trucks per day.

5. This proposed landfill will operate five days a week. The
posted hours of operation will be 7:00 A.M. to 3:00 P.M.,
Monday thru ,Friday.

6. This propos~dlandfill will enable compliance with the Sun
Valley Commlinity Plan which contains obj ectives that the
sUbject pit;should be filled and that the site sUbsequently
should be cqnverted to a recreational use.

7. In 1977 an ~nvironmental Impact Report was certified and a

ten year zone variance from the City of Los Angeles was
granted. Iti 1987 this report was found to be out of date and
a new EnvirqnmentalImpact Report was written by the City of
Los Angeles~ The Board of Zoning Appeals certified EIR 87­
0525 on March 5, 1991, and confirmed the Board of Zoning
Appeals Determination Report. The EIR found the proj ect would
have no adv~rse impacts with respect to water quality.

8. The Regional Board adopted a revised Water Quality Control
Plan for the Los Angeles River Basin on June 3, 1991. This
revised pl~n contains water quality objectives for the ground
water of th'e San Fernando Subunit. The requirements contained
in this or~er, as they are met, will be in conformance with
the goals 9f the Water Quality Control Plan.

9. Ground water within the San Fernando Subunit is beneficially

used for municipal, domestic, agricultural and industrial
water supply. Because nitrate and solvent levels in this area
periodicallY exceed state standards, the untreated ground
water in t~e vicinity of the site is considered unsuitable for
drinkingp*rposes.

These requirements do not exempt the operator of this
waste disposal facility from compliance with any other
laws, regulations, or ordinances which may be applicable;
they do not legalize this waste disposal facility, and
they leave unaffected any further restraint on the
disposal of wastes at this site which may be contained
in othe~ ~tatutes or required by other agencies.

In accordance with the California water Code, the
discharger shall furnish, .under penalty of perjury,
technic~l:monitoringprogram reports; such reports shall
be sUbm~tted in accordance with specifications prepared
by the .,' Executive Officer, which specifications '--are
sUbj ect :;to periodic revisions as may be warranted.
